A  native  Victorian,  Mr.  Wallace  attended  George  Jay  Elementary 
School,  Victoria  High  School  and  Victoria  College.  His  college  career 
leading  to  an  Arts  degree  was  interrupted  by  a  year  in  Normal  School 
and  a  year 's  teaching  at  Westwold  and  Duncan.  After  graduating 
from  the  University  of  British  Columbia  in  1932,  Mr.  Wallace  taught 
for  one  year  at  Victoria  High  School. 

In  1933,  Professor  Wallace  joined  the  staff  of  Victoria  College,  and 
during  the  succeeding  twenty-five  years  he  has  contributed  greatly  to 
the  high  academic  standard  of  the  college.  Through  his  understanding 
and  quiet  leadership  both  in  the  lecture  room  and  in  extra  curricular 
activities,  Professor  Wallace  has  won  the  respect  of  his  students  and 
his  colleagues.  In  recognition  of  this  contribution  to  the  well-being 
of  the  college.  Professor  Wallace  was  appointed  vice-principal  in  1953 
and  director  of  the  first  summer  session  of  the  college  in  1957. 

In  appreciation  of  these  twenty-five  years  of  service  to  the  students 
of  Victoria  College,  Ave  dedicate  this  1958  Annual  with  gratitude  and 
affection  to  Professor  Robert  T.  D.  Wallace,  M.A.,  Vice-principal  of 
Victoria  College.

W  ith  a  grant  from  the  Students'  Council  and  a  great  deal  of  work  the  proposed  changes  were 
carried  out  this  year  under  President  and  Program  Director,  Alan  Smith;  Vice-President  and  Pro- 
motion Director,  Bruce  Young;  News  Director,  Brian  Hurst;  Engineer,  Ron  Paver,  and  Secretary, 
Sharon  Plows.  First  of  all  a  complete  renovation,  both  inside  and  out  was  executed.  Club  members 
were  busy  repairing  and  painting  while  a  complete  new  operating  set-up  was  being  installed  by  Ron 
Paver.  This  was  followed  by  the  installation  of  a  new  speaker  system  in  the  cafeteria  in  the  form  of 
individual  booth  speakers.  After  an  unfortunate  delay  because  of  a  hold  up  in  shipment  of  equipment, 
the  station  commenced  broadcasting  in  early  December  and  continued  faithfully  four  hours  a  day  and 
six  days  a  week  through  to  early  April. 

Besides  providing  relaxing  entertainment  and  services  to  the  student  body  as  a  whole,  the  radio 
station  functions  as  a  club,  the  main  object  of  which  "is  to  provide  experience  for  all  members  of  Vic- 
toria College  interested  in  all  phases  of  radio."  This,  the  club  does  to  its  utmost,  with  three  active 
departments  providing  excellent  practical  experience  in  all  phases  of  announcing,  "D-Jing,"  continuity 
writing,  and  engineering;  all  of  these  following  as  closely  as  possible  the  procedures  of  the  radio 
world. 

The  Radio  Club  is  always  one  of  the  most  active  clubs  on  the  campus  and  this  year  was  no  ex- 
ception. The  club  flourished  with  an  active  membership  of  21,  each  member  having  specific  shows 
and  announcing  to  do.

A  highly  ambitious  undertaking  the  Norseman  Rocket  Project  is  the  first  such  re- 
search project  attempted  at  Victoria  College.

The  Progressive  Conservative  Club 

The  Progressive  Conservative  Club  of  Victoria  College  was  founded  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Forum  Club  in  October. 

Mr.  Courtnall  was  elected  President,  Mr.  Gerald  Bell,  First  Vice-President 
and  advertising,  Mr.  Glen  Shipton,  Second  Vice-President,  and  Miss  Joyce  Con- 
roy-Finn,  Secretary.  Dr.  Moreau  later  became  our  Sponsor.  Mr.  Courtnall  and 
Miss  Conroy-Finn  drafted  a  Constitution.  Mr.  Michael  Sanguinetti  volunteered 
to  look  after  the  social  duties. 

The  club  sent  Miss  Joyce  Conroy-Finn  to  Ottawa  to  a  National  Young 
Progressive  Conservative  Convention  where,  on  behalf  of  the  club,  she  presented 
a  resolution  on  drug  addiction  which  was  drawn  up  to  curb  the  illegal  sale  of 
narcotics.  General  Pearkes,  our  Fonourary  President,  spoke  at  the  college  on 
the  NATO  Summit  Conference.  Mr.  La  Tour  represented  the  club  in  a  sitting 
of  the  U.B.C.  Model  Parliament  in  Vancouver. 

Another  policy  of  the  club  was  to  find  out  how  it  could  best  use  press,  radio 
and  television  in  putting  the  activities  of  the  College  before  the  public  in  an  in- 
formal way.  We  found  that  press  relations,  unless  handled  with  extreme  care, 
can  be  detrimental.  Hence  we  appointed  Mr.  Hew  Gwynne  as  our  public  rela- 
tions officer.  He  carried  out  his  duties  with  the  assistance  of  the  Students' 
Council  with  a  remarkable  degree  of  success. 

Miss  Conroy-Finn  gave  a  talk  on  CJVI  on  her  trip  to  Ottawa,  and  Mr.  Court- 
nall spoke  on  CHEK  TV  on  the  importance  of  a  Model  Parliament  to  campus 
extra-curricular  education. 

Four  socials  were  held  at  which  we  entertained  guests.  The  last  of  these 
socials,  a  formal  function  attended  by  approximately  sixty  people,  was  held  at 
the  residence  of  the  President  to  entertain  the  members  of  all  political  clubs  on 
the  campus,  those  who  took  part  in  the  Model  Parliament,  and  members  of  the 
Players'  Club. 

Although  a  Conservative  Government  was  returned  to  Ottawa  this  year,  and 
Conservatives  seen  to  dominate  model  parliaments  across  Canada,  we  felt  that 
we  had  done  very  well  in  Victoria  by  returning  twelve  seats  in  the  first  election 
and  fourteen  in  the  second. 


The  Liberal  Club 

In  spite  of  its  late  start  this  year,  the  Liberal  Club  at  the  college  has  enjoyed 
a  good  measure  of  success.  At  its  organizational  meeting  in  January,  the  club 
elected  an  executive  of :  President,  Lance  Finch;  Vice-President,  Tom  Robinson; 
Secretary-Treasurer,  Barbara  Geddes. 

Throughout  the  term,  the  executive  received  excellent  support  and  co-opera- 
tion from  all  of  the  twenty  club  members. 

Most  of  the  club's  activities  were  directed  towards  helping  to  make  the  Model 
Parliament  a  success.  Upon  the  election  of  a  minority  Liberal  Government,  the 
"Prime  Minister"  appointed  Martin  Hamersley,  Brian  Hurst,  Tom  Robinson. 
Barbara  Geddes  and  Eric  Clarke  to  Cabinet  posts.  Their  combined  efforts  failed 
to  keep  the  government  in  power  for  more  than  one  sitting,  but  following  dis- 
solution of  parliament  the  club  rebounded  to  win  the  second  election  by  capturing 
eighteen  of  the  forty-four  seats,  a  gain  of  one.  This  left  the  government  in  much 
the  same  position  as  before  and  it  prepared  its  legislation  this  time  with  even 
more  care. 

The  club  was  fortunate  in  having  Victoria  M.L.A.  George  Gregory,  to 
address  a  meeting  prior  to  the  first  election.  Although  social  evenings  were  less 
numerous  than  those  of  the  "Tories,"  they  tended  to  be  much  more  dignified. 
Greatest  solo  achievement  of  the  year  was  the  scaling  of  the  College  Tower  by 
"H.R.,  E.C.  and  J.C."  for  campaign  purposes. 

Members  of  the  club  are  very  grateful  to  Professor  Wallace,  club  sponsor,  for 
his  active  support.

"Look  Ma.  w  e  doed  it  again  .  .  ."  This  might  well  be  the  slogan 
of  Victoria  College's  defending  champion  Vikings,  who  again  defeated 
the  Winnipeg  Buffaloes  to  defend  their  Western  Canada  title.  At 
press  time  arrangements  had  not  been  completed  for  the  Dominion 
final. 

The  Vikings  played  the  early  part  of  the  year  in  the  Senior  B  men's 
league,  and  were  in  first  place  when,  shortly  after  Christmas,  thev 
dropped  from  the  league  and  began  an  exhibition  schedule  which  saw 
them  defeated  only  twice.  The  Vancouver  VMCA  was  easily  defeated 
in  two  games  for  the  B.C.  title  and  the  club  faced  the  Winnipeg 
Buffaloes. 

Facing  a  travel  weary  team  in  the  first  game,  the  Vikings  built  up 
a  sixteen  point  half  time  lead,  and  outlasted  the  Winnipegers  for  a 
73-61  victory.  Al  Keenan  of  the  Buffaloes  with  his  eighteen  points  and 
superb  rebounding.  Tom  English  and  Bob  Tomlinson.  each  with 
eighteen  .points,  were  top  Viking  men. 

The  Winnipeg  team  found  their  basketball  legs  in  the  second  game 
but  were  just  edged  out  by  the  Vikings.  The  tables  were  turned  for 
the  third  game  and  Winnipeg  sneaked  through  for  a  72-71  victory. 
The  two  teams  traded  the  lead  several  times  in  the  final  quarter,  and 
when  time  ran  out  both  teams  had  earned  65  points.  The  Winnipegers 
gained  seven  points  in  thirteen  to  win  the  game  in  overtime.  Harvey 
Muth  starred  for  Winnipeg  with  22  points.  Ken  Brousseau  lead  the 
Vik's  with  21. 

The  Vikings  ended  the  series  in  a  blaze  of  glory,  trouncing  the 
Buffaloes  62-32  in  the  fourth  and  final  game  of  the  series.  Bob  Tom- 
linson with  14  points,  and  Waldo  Skillings  with  13  points,  were  the 
leading  scorers.  Generally  speaking,  it  has  been  an  extremely  exciting 
year  for  players  and  spectators — a  year  to  remember.
